President Walter Redmond of State Univer- 
sity was always a calm man. When his summer 
home at Plum Point burned down, he just 
sighed and remarked to his wife.

And now he was equally at ease in his 
office as he spoke to Professor Robert Lenem.

Howard Pearson gazed into the mirror for 
a few seconds. He saw a tall thin man wearing 
his kind of a suit. Then he turned to Professor 
Walter Redmond. 

"This is a trick mirror like the ones you find 
in an amusement park. One type makes thin 




people look stout. The other makes stout people 
look thin. All I saw was my distorted image." 

"Don't be too certain about that," chal- 
lenged a voice that seemed to come from the 
mirror itself. "Why isn't it possible, that the 
image you thought you saw is the real you? 
And you are my image instead of being the 
real you. It can be a tough problem telling 
reality from appearances." 

There was a startled look on the faces of 
the visitors. Dr. William Nedley spoke first. 

"I assume you have somebody concealed 
who can imitate voices. Good imitation of Mr. 
Pearson's voice." 

"Don't be too certain about that," insisted 
the concealed voice. "I could be the real voice 
and his could be my imitation, Think about 
that as you watch the next item of interest." 

The 'professor then escorted them over to a - 
small cage. Inside was a little kitten. The kitten 
was gazing at a mirror with evident interest.

"Does the kitten think the image is him- 
self?" asked Mr. Pearson. "Or does he think 
it is another cat?" 

"If the kitten thinks the image is himself," 
pointed out the professor, "and he has no way 
to douot it, then he sees 'himself as he thinks 
he is.

As they started to go into another room, the 
professor put his hand on the knob of the door 
and spoke softly. 

■"Man's quest for understanding of the world 
around Mm has always involved the seeking of 
means for distinguishing between appearances 
and reality. It was not until relatively recently 
that man accepted as real the concept that the 



earth was a sphere, despite the fast 
that his senses made it appear as flat.

"I will admit that my secret ambition was to 
be the muscular type of man," acknowledged 
Dr. William Nedley. "I wanted to be a weight 
lifter when I was young. Also I would day- 
dream of living as xx cave man thousands of 
years ago. Perhaps you learned this about me. 
Though 1 will admit I have kept my secret to 
myself. All you would have to do is to get an 
actor to look like me and amuse me." 

"Of course there could be another explana- 
tion," said the professor. "What you saw was 
the REAL YOU. All your life you have concealed 
your real self. So that what the world thinks 
Is the man of science is something else — not 
even a true image. This is important because 
we have a third possibility — that the image 
of a thing is not the true image." 

"Could I see my true image?" asked Mr. 
Howard Pearson. "Even if this is all staged for 
our benefit, what would I look like to myself?" 

"Look straight ahead and be careful," again 
warned the professor. 

A group of blurred images began to appear 
in the room.

Then he turned into another man plowing a 
field. This man in turn became a man at a type- 
writer. Then more men appeared. They all 
looked the same. Finally they all vanished. 

"I'm intelligent enough to interpret what t 



saw," Mr. Howard Pearson made clear.** I 
have been a lot of different people. I was once 
a bricklayer. Then sold second hand auto- 
mobiles. Also a farmer for a year. Now a news- 
paper man, and my father-in-law wants trie 
to join him in the men's clothing field. Guess 
you did what I saw with a camera, but it is 
very effective Just Who is the REAL ME? Maybe 
t will never find out." 

"Remove the glasses from your eyes," ad- 
vised the professor. "The lights in the room 
will go on in a minute." 

"For now we come to the point of my theory. 
Strange, unusual, weird, call it what you may. 
But watch carefully." 

The lights went on in the room. On the table 
was a clock facing a mirror. The reversed image 
of the clock could be clearly seen in the mirror. 

"The concept of parity in physics can be 
stated this way. Suppose we were in communi- 
cation with an intelligent civilization on another 
world, and we wished to determine whether 
their clocks run in the same sense as ours do.
